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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II claims 9-13 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no significant burden on the examiner to 
search Group I because in searching Group II, the Group I could be search. This is not 
found persuasive because the search is not coextensive as evidenced by the different 
fields of search for the process and product as cited in the previous restriction 
requirement. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the 
prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Admitted prior art Fig.4.

Admitted prior art Fig. 4 teaches a method of forming a retical comprising the step of: 
laying an array of die (64); wrapping an X scribe (66) around each die and wrapping a Y 
scribe (68) around each die. 

It is noted that the Admitted prior art Fig. 4 is identical as claimed device as shown in 
Fig. 8. So, the Amitted prior art Fig. 4 is capable function as an HVR reticle which is 
configured for registration with an LVR reticle as claimed. Moreover, "an HVR reticle 
which is configured for registration with an LVR reticle" in the preamble of claim 9 is 
considered as an intended use limitation. An intended use found in the preamble is not 
afforded the effected of a distinguishing limitation unless the body of the claim sets forth 
structure which refers back to, is defined by, or otherwise draws life and breath from the 
preamble. In re Casey, 1 52 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1 967). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 12 and 13 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Amitted prior 
art Fig.4 appears to be the closest prior art reference. However, this reference fails to 
teach all the step as claimed in claims 1 1 and 12. Prior art of record fails to teach or 
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suggest to incorporate these limitations into Admitted prior art Fig.4 to arrive at the 
claimed device.
